2 planes 
collide; 
9 killed 


CHICAGO (AP) - A Delta 


Airlines jet should never have 
been near the site of a collision 
with » North Central Airlines 
jet in which nine persons were 
killed, a federal spokesman 
said today. 
The crash occurred Wednes- 


day night as North Control 
Flight 575 to lliiMnn. Wte.. 
and Duluth and International 
Falls, Minn., was taking off 
from O'Hare International Air- 
port. The plane, carrying 41 
persons, clipped off the tail of a 
Delta Convair HO which was 
taxiing to a holding area after 
landing on a flight from West 
Palm Beach and Tampa, Fte. 


"The big question is why he 


(the Delta pilot) was even en 
that runway, said Naal Calte- 
han, a spffkesmo" for the Fed- 
eral Aviation Administration in 
Chicago. "There are only two 
explanations: Either the pilot 
goofed or the control tower 
goofed." 


Why the Delta jet was cross- 


ing the runway, away from tht 
terminal, at the time of the 
crash will be on« of the key 
questions fcorral safety investi- 
gators will examine, Caltonan 
said.

Nixon-Kissinger rift 
rumors firmly denied 


KEY BISCAYNE, FU. (AP) 
- The White House firmly 
denies a rift exists between 
President Nixon and Henry A. 
Kissinger, but reports persist 
that Nixon has tightened the 
reigiw on his chief Vietnam 


"Any speculation that the 


Prssiiisnt and Dr. Kissinger 
ors not unified (an Vietnam 
policy) is absolutely without 
foundation and untrue," presi- 
dsntial press secretary Ronald 
L Ztegter said Wednesday be- 
fore Nixon flew to his bayfront 
home bare to spend the Christ- 
mas holidays. 


En route to Florida, Kissin- 


ger conferred 
with Nixon 


aboard the President's jetliner. 
They will be joined here late 
today or Friday by Kissinger's 
top aide, Gen. Alexander M. 
Haig Jr., who was dtw in from 
Saigon. 


The White House had no im- 


msdiate comment on Saigon re- 
ports saying Haig gave Presi- 
dent Nyugen Van Thieu a per- 
sonal tetter from Nixon war- 
ning that U.S. aid would be cut 
off if Thieu refused to sign a 
fair peace agreement 


Ziegler meanwhile, was em- 


phatic in denying any dis- 
agreement between Nixon and 
Kiiirigr "At no time ... has 
there been a division between 
the President and Dr. Kissinger 
regarding the negotiations." 


Kissinger himself has re- 


jected what he called a 


chievious" theory that his rela- 
tions with the President are 
frayed. "That is totally, 100 per 
cent wrong," he told one jour- 
nalist. 
Nonetheless, 
Washington's 


corps of Kissinger watchers — 
pkw some of Kissinger's former 
Harvard colleagues — sense 
that all's not that well between 
the President and his assistant 
for national security affairs. 


Much of the speculation is ' 


based on analysis of Kissinger's 
public reports on the secret 
peace negotiations. The Presi- 
dent was mentioned specifically 
only three times in the optimis- 


tic speech of Oct. M; but his 
rote was 14 times in test week's 
announcement of an impasse. 


Kissinger watchers also were 


curious about the fact that dur- 
ing a five-day Key Btooayne 
stay after the November elec- 
tion Nixon talked with Ktesin- 
ger a number of times by 
telephone - but not in person. 
Kissinger was staying at a villa 
only a few blocks from the 
President's home. 


Otherwise, there has been no 


public sign of a change in the 
pattern of frequent face-to-face 
meetings between Nixon and 
Kissinger. 


one unidentified former Kinttn- 
ger associate as saying, "Kis- 
singer apparently was ready to 
give the North Vietnamese 
more than the President was." 


Besides Vietnam conferences 


with Kissinger and Haig, aides 
said Nixon will be working on 
his inaugural and State of the 
Union addresses in Florida. 


Friendship treaty is signed 


BERLIN (AP) — East and 


West Germany today signed 
their historic friendship treaty 
officially recognizing the post- 
war division of Germany and 
ending 20 years of cold war be- 
tween its two halves. 


West German Federal Minis- 


ter Egon Bahr and East Ger- 
man State Secretary Michael 
Kohl, who negotiated the pact, 
looked solemn as they signed in 
a ceremony at the seat of the 
East German government. The 
building was once the ci'y hall 
of an undivided Berlin. 


Neutral Austria and Sweden 


extended full diplomatic rela- 
tions to East Germany today. 


the East German news agency, 
ADN, reported. The Indonesian 
government said it had done 
the same. 


Switzerland on Wednesday 


became the first West Eu- 
ropean nation to recognize the 
Communist regime in East Ber- 
lin. Eleven other nations out- 
side the Communist bloc estab- 
lished relations earlier after the 
the treaty was initialed in Bonn 
on Nov. 8. 


The treaty is written in gener- 


al terms and is to be filled out 
with a series of agreements 
covering a wide range of activi- 
ties. These for the first time 
are to take into account West 


Berlin's ties with West Germa- 
ny, in the past denied by the 


It opens the way for full 


membership of both German 
governments in the United Na- 
tions next year. 


Prior to the signing ceremo- 


ny, a West German official 
handed tbe East Germans a let- 
ter separate from the treaty 
which reaffirmed Bonn's aim of 
national unity and the right of 
self-determination for all Ger- 
mans. 


These also were appended 


letters saying the treaty does 
not affect the rights of tbe oc- 
cupation powers.

USSR-US ties

Breshnev was the chief 


speaker at the opening of the 
celebration of the SOth anni- 
versary of the formation of the 
Soviet Union He spoke to some 
c.tttt Soviet and foreign Com- 
munists in the Kremlin Palace 
of Congresses. 


"Tee negotiations with Presi- 


dent Nixon in Moscow this 
spring were a big step forward 
in the development of Soviet- 
American relations," Breshnev 
said. 


"Much will depend on the 


course of events in the imme- 


diate future and, in particular, 
on the turn in the question of 
ending the war in Vietnam." 


Among the visitors in tbe au- 


dience was Truoag Cbinh, a top 
member of North Vietnam's 
ruling Politburo. 


China demands

Homemade gifts give pleasure 


By AILFKN SNODDY 
Everyone appreciates the 
very p e r s o n a l touch asso- 
ciated with a homemade gift. 
One that is both decorative 
and useful brings double 
pleasure to the receiver of 
such a thoughtful item. A 
good project for an older 
child or a group of adults is 
gold braided "straw" basket. 
The basket filled with ribbon 
or metallic ornaments makes 
a simple centerpiece. 


To make such a basket 
created by the Norcross De- 
sign Studios you will need: 


Eight spools gold Lustre- 
Cord. 15 nine-inch pipe 
cleaners, heavy cardboard, 
white glue, florist wire #24, 
scissors, knife, compass and 
pencil. 


To make the basket base: 


Cut 3 six-inch circles of 
cardboard. Cover the sur- 
face of one circle with a spi- 
ral of Lustre-Cord. Starting 
at center, wrap towards out- 
side, gluing as you go. Mark 
edge of other circle into 15 
equal spaces. Cut 15 nine-inch 
lengths of Lustre-Cord. Re- 
move cotton core from each. 
Insert pipe c l e a n e r s into 
Lustre-Cord. Glue one end 
of each to mark on circle. 
Glue Lustre-Cord covered 
circle over them. 


To make sides of basket: 
Make a four-strand braid by 
weaving right-hand strand 
across all others. Repeat 
with each new right-hand 
strand. Bend pipe cleaners 
up and weave braid through 
them. Side of basket is eight 
braids high. Glue braid to

each pipe cleaner on inside. 
B e n d top of e a c h pipe 
cleaner downward on outside 
of basket to form "V" with 
bottom of a d j a c e n t pipe 
cleaner. Insert excess be- 
tween layers of cardboard 
base. Make another four- 
strand braid to circle outside 
edge of base. Glue in place. 


To make the handle: Cut 


four 24-inch lengths of Lustre- 
Cord. Remove core. Insert 
florist wire in each. Make 
13-inch braid with four inches 
unbraidcd at each end. Form 
"Y" at each end by twisting 
wired Lustre-Cord into pairs. 
Cut end two inches from end 
of braid. Hook ends onto 
basket.

Pro Bowl starters 
are selected

C I T Y , Mo. - 


(NEA) — Although 
it 
has 


been 
almost 
three 
years 


since the Kansas City Chiefs 
won their Super Bowl cham- 
pionship, they have not re- 
linquished their reputation 
as one of the most imposing 
teams in football. 


And their two most im- 


pressive players continue to 
be, as they were then, Otis 
Taylor for the offense and 
Willie Lanier for the de- 
fense. 


It isn't just the physical 


skill, considerable though it 
is, which distinguishes Tay- 
lor and Lanier. They have a 
dignity 
and poise all the 


more remarkable because 
they come to professional 
football 
from 
small black 


schools. 


Otis Taylor gets more at- 


tention, literally, from every 
team the Chiefs face, than 
any of his compatriots on 
the Kansas City offense. As 
a wide receiver who gained 
more yards on pass recep- 
tions last year than any man 
in pro ball, and leads the 
American Football Confer- 
ence in catches this season, 
Taylor merits double cover- 
age on every play. 


Otis always did attract 


people. Coming out of Prai- 
rie View College, he was 
double-teamed by the Chiefs 
and the Philadelphia Eagles 
when the war between the 
leagues, American and Na- 
tional, was still on. The 
Chiefs, having drafted 
him, 


could not 
find 
him. 
The 


Eagles had hidden him away. 


Lloyd Wells, a Kansas City 


scout, called up the prettiest 
girls Otis knew and traced 
him to a Dallas motel. After 
midnight, he waited in a car 
behind the pool area, and 
Otis vaulted the fence to 
join Wells and the Chiefs. 


Willie Lanier 


That was eight years ago. 


Otis is now 30, with no re- 
grets. 


"This year more than any 


other," he admits, "they're 
doubling me on pass cover- 
age. I try to run a shorter 
pattern. Get behi %1 one man 
and in front of the other. 


"On TV, I see Paul War- 


field 
(Miami) and Charlie 


Taylor 
(Washington) 
and 


the same thing is happening 
to them. 


"I'm not gaining as many 


yards, but I don't go by fig- 
ures. I don't know how many 
yards or how many catches 
I make a game. I'm not a 
paper seeker." 


Otis can handle himself 


because to go with his nat- 
ural speed he is 6-3 and 
weighs 220 pounds. 


"I'm 
blessed," he says, 


"with a little size." 


Among his closest friends 


is the heavyweight fighter, 
Muhammad Ali. They met 
when Ali was in Houston, 
Otis' home town, for a bout. 


Otis Taylor 


"It was '66," remembers 


Taylor. "I took a picture 
with Muhammad. I look at it 
now and laugh. I had no hair 
ard no sideburns and wore a 
square box suit. 


"I like the man. What he 


stands for is his business. 
We never talk about it. We 
just have a good time. If I 
had to go out for a pass 
against him bump-and-run, 
I wouldn't like it." 


More physical in his style 


of play than Otis is Willie 
Lanier, also known as "Con- 
tact" c.v "Honey Bear." In 
half a dozen seasons, Willie 
has taken over the reign of 
the m i d d l e linebackers, a 
position which traditionally 
attracts the hardest-hitting, 
smartest, even meanest of 
defenders.

seek legislation that is more in 
keeping with the public inter- 
est." 


Ronald L. Ziegter, White 


House press secretary, said 
President Nixon agrees whole- 
heartedly with Kkindienst's 
statement. 


Pro football received an anti- 


trust exemption in 1961 when 
Congress specifically permitted 
any joint agreement by organ- 
ized professional team sports 
for the sale of television rights 


which permitted pro football to 
offer its games to a TV net- 
work as a package instead of 
individual stations. 


In MM, legislation again was 


passed to permit the merger of 
the American and National 
Football Leagues into the cur- 
rent NFL and the television ex- 
emption was extended to the 
combined leagues.

Major fight seen in legislature 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


cities and counties are gearing 
up for a major fight in the Ar- 
kansas Legislature over state 
aid to local governments and 
the Senate floor leader for their 
coming battle believes there is 
an "excellent chance" they'll 
get what they want. 


Want they are after is a total 


of 7 per cent of state general 
revenues, a proposal Gov. Dale 
Bumpers strongly opposes. 


Sen. John Bearden of Leacn- 


ville, named Senate leader of 
the legislative effort by the 
cities and counties, said it 
could become "the most inter- 
esting issue" of the session, 
which begins Jan. 8. 


Traditionally, the municipal 


and county governments have 


gone separate ways in lobbying 
for their portion of state aid, 
but they have joined forces for 
the first time behind the pro- 
posal to earmark 3 per cent of 
general revenues for the coun- 
ties and 4 per cent for the 
cities. The 7 per cent slice 
would figure out to about $25 
million in the next fiscal year, 
based on current projections of 
anticipated revenues. 


The cities now divide |6 mil- 


lion in state aid and the coun- 
ties split another $6 million. 


Bumpers has proposed rela- 


tively slight increases—to $7.5 
million for the cities in each 
year of the coming biennium 
and $6.75 million for the coun- 
ties in each of the next two fis- 
cal years. 


The governor also has pro- 


posed luring back to the local 
governments all federal reve- 
nue sharing funds for which the 
cities and counties cannot qual- 
ify and therefore will accrue to 
the state. It is estimated that 
the funds will total about $4 
million initially. 


Bearden said in an interview 


that the governor's recommen- 
dations were unrealistic. Al- 
though he said he has not 
talked with the governor, 
Bearden said he thought Bump- 
ers might increase his recom- 
mendations some. 


But the senator Mid city and 


county leaden have indicated 
they are not willing to com- 
promise. 


"I have atked the leaders 


what their compromise point is, 
and they say they expect to get 
it (the 7 per cent) with no com- 
promise," Bearden said. 


"I don't think there's any 


question that we've got a good 
chance to pass it," Bearden 
said. "But it won't be easy, 
with the governor coming out 
and opposing it. He certainly 
can be a very formidable oppo- 
nent." 


Bumpers has said he is op- 


posed philosophically to ear- 
marking a set percentage of 
general revenues Bearden said 
he also opposed granting a flat 
percentage in the case of state 
departments, but he said the 
proposal for the cities and 
counties was analogous to the 3 
per cent of general revenues 


that are committed annually 
for the operation of the con- 
stitutional and fiscal agencies. 


Bearden conceded that there 


were legislators who also do 
not favor the idea of earmark- 
ing a percentage for the local 
governments. He said five or 
six had suggested to him that 
the legislature just appropriate 
$25 million without establishing 
a percentage, but that the cities 
and counties were unwilling, 
feeling "they are not in a com- 
promising position." 


The senator said the cities 


and counties could build a good 
case for their request. That in- 
cludes a need for more money 
for such projects as sewer and 
street improvements and more 
fire and police protection. He 


also said the General Assembly 
had thrust upon the cities and 
counties added nnancW re- 
sponsibility through l*giat»tive 
enactments such M shortening 
the work week of firemen, and 
requiring the en^rtpyinem''.(at.

Vitamin A 


1 Can Be Toxic 


By Lawrence Lamb. M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb—Have you 


any information on the value 
of Vitamin A in controlling 
oily skin and hair condition? 


I have been taking three 


25,000 unit vitamin A cap- 
sules a day (not by a doc- 
tor's prescription) and in two 
week s time this has greatly 
decreased the oily condition 
of my skin. 


Are there any dangers or 


side effects from taking this 
vitamin A? 


Dear Reader — Some doc- 


tors have reported good re- 
sults in using vitamin A for 
skin conditions such as you 
describe, although there is 
not unanimous opinion about 
its use. 


Within limited a m o u n t s 


vitamin A is nut harmful, but 
in excess quantities, it can 
be dangerous. The American 
Medical Assn.'s view on this 
as expressed in their 1971 
drug evaluations is "there is 
no satisfactory evidence that 
any additional benefits can 
be obtained from daily doses 
above 25,000 IU." Infants and 
young children are more apt 
io have toxic reactions to 
vitamin A than adults. Toxic 
reactions have been noted in 
i n f a n t s less than three 
months of age, when they 
have been given as little as 
18,500 IU a day

ally someone takes a large 
amount of vitamin A over a 
period of time and develops 
symptoms so similar to brain 
tumor that the doctors may 
think that is what the patient 
has 
from all the different 


tests, unless they find out 
that the patient has been 
popping vitamin A tablets 
regularly. 


In view ot these known 


toxic effects from vitamin A 
and the lack of any evidence 
that you get any additional 
benefit beyond 25,000 units, it 
seems to me you would be 
much wiser to limit your in- 
take to 25,000 units daily as 
a maximum dosage and you 
probably don't n e e d that 
much. 


The recommended daily al- 


lowance of vitamin A is 
about 5,000 unit- in adults 
and less in children and in- 
fants. Of course, initially you 
might need to take more if 
you nave a true vitamin A 
deficiency, for example up 
to 25,000 IU daily. Once the 
initial deficiency has been 
corrected, there is very little 
reason to take more than 
5,000 units a day. 


Naturally preformed vita- 


min A is found in dairy prod- 
ucts and meat. Most milk 
commercially distributed is 
already fortified with vita- 
min A. Green and yellow- 
vegetables such as spinach 
and carrots are particularly 
good sources of material that 
the body uses to manufacture 
vitamin A. A person who 
eats a lot ot yellow and 
green vegetables is not likely 
to be deficient in vitamin A 
unless he has some other de- 
tect in the digestive system. 
Incidentally, you can eat all 
of the green and yellow vege- 
tables you want and never 
get vitamin A toxicity be- 
cause the process of convert- 
ing the substanct- in these 
vegetables to vitamin A in 
the body is so slow that it 
won't allow enough vitamin 
A to accumulate to cause 
toxicity. 


There 
is an o p t i m a l 


amount of almost anything. 
Too little or too much can 
both be harmful.

contact with ink or chemicals. 


With the words, "Please per- 


sonalise your check by pressing 
your thumb here," the custom- 
er is asked to deposit his invis- 
ible thumbprlnt on the back of 
his check. The cfcrk then in- 
serts the check in a telephone 
site machine, called an Identi- 
cator, presses a lever and, 
.presSto, out comes a black 
fingerprint. 


"It's no different than writing 


your signature, except that you 
can't forge a fingerprint," Os- 
car Pieper, president of Identt- 
catorCorp. 


"People are very aware of 


crime today," he said. "Once 
they understand this is only to 
deter crime, they wont mind. 
What's the difference between 
their signing a check and giv- 
ing a print?" 


During a four-month trial in 


100 Redwood City stores, Police 
Chief John McDonald said bad 
check artists were so leery of 
the black box that reported 
fraud and forgery cases were 
down 32 per cent from the 
same period the previous year. 


"All of a sudden people 


stopped passing bad paper in 


Redwood City," McDonald said. 
An estimated $10,010 was saved 
by the city's merchants, in- 
cluding about H9M by one 
large discount store. 


The Identteator's main ad- 


vantage, he said, is that tt pre- 
vents forgers and those dealing 
ta stolen checks from com- 
mtting their crime without 
leaving behind incriminating 
evidence - their fingerprint. 


What's more, McDonald said, 


•tores reported a sharp decline 
in checks returned for in- 
sufficient funds.

NEW YORK (AP) - Almost 


every investor understands that 
corporations, like every product 
of creation or manufacture, 
have a past, present and fu- 
ture, and that each must be 
considered in making a deci- 
sion. 


The past tells the investor 


about the company's record, 
the present discloses if it Is 
being maintained. Both are im- 
portant items, but it is the un- 
known, the future, that fasci- 
nates, for that is where the 
money is made. 


There has never been a suc- 


cessful broker who kept his eye 
on only the past and present. 
The world of investments is 
meaningful only in the context 
of the future. Otherwise it is 
unreal. 


Nevertheless, the official pol- 


icy of the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission for nearly 
40 years has required corpo- 
rations to list massive amounts 
of data on the past and present 
while refusing to record projec- 
tions. 


That policy may soon change, 


however. Hearings recently 
were concluded in Washington 
to consider abandonment of the 
old SEC policy and permit com- 
panies to record estimates of 
future earnings. 


Policy recommendations of- 


ten take weeks to formulate, 
but there is speculation that 
this will be a speedy decision. 
The matter is close to Chair- 
man William Casey's heart, 
and he must soon leave for the 
State Department. 


Revealed in the hearings 


were lawyers' fears of the legal 
consequences of projections, 
the concern of officers about 
standards to be used, the 
doubts of accountants as to 
their role and responsibility.

We 
are not going to mandate them. 
In my opinion, that is not a 
possibility nor is it desirable." 


A far more likely solution 


will be to give companies the 
option to protect or not to pro- 
ject, assuming that standards 
can be set so as to prevent fla- 
grant abuses in the form of un- 
realistic goals. 


Why then the furor? A good 


question and one that relates 
directly to the small investor 
and public confidence in the 
market place, which is now 
gradually being restored follow- 
ing one debacle after another. 


As the chairman testified, 


"These projections are being 
put out now and they are being 
made available on a preferen- 
tial basis." That is, they are 
being made unofficially or by 
informed brokers and offered to 
a favored few. 


"No matter how one may 


theorize on this," Casey said at 
the hearings, "We have the 
reality that earnings estimates 
are made." 


Moreover, he continued, "In- 


vestors and stock values do re- 
act to them, and fairness to in- 
vestors may call for making 
them evenly available to all in- 
vestors." 


Rather than, it is suggested, 


to only a select list of insiders, 
analysts, big customers, credit- 
ors, subscribers to services and 
the like, who are then afforded 
an advantage in decision mak- 
ing. 


If projections are so relevant 


to stock prices and investment 
decisions, why continue to ban 
them in official filings at the 
SEC? Especially while un- 
official and often misleading es- 
timates circulate widely? 


The forthcoming decision not 


only will be relevant to every 
small investor, but it will deter- 
mine whether the future, the 
reality, is to be recognized or 
ignored.
